ITALY MAY

Series of Attacks on Western 
Front Precede Important 



Proclamation Issued by Revo- 
lution Committee at Portu- 
guese Capital. 

Madrid, via Paris. May 17.— Com- 
plete anarchy reigns in Lisbon, ac- 
i 'ling to news reaching Madrid last 
night. Fighting in the streets con- 
tinues between the mutineers and 
the loyal troops. The bombardment 
was stopped owing to a lack of am- 
monition. TheToumber of persons 
killed or wounded is said to have 
been considerable. Many buildings 
were burned and the home of known 
loyalists pillaged. 

Premier Dato announced today 
that the Spanish battleship Espana 
would arrive at Lisbon to protect 
Spaniards and other foreigners. He 
added that it was probable another 
warship also would be dispatched to 
Portuguese waters. 

Dispatches from Vigo announce 
that Portuguese people arriving there 
declare thatfthe uprising is the be- 
u.nning of civil war in Portugal. 
Reports from Oporto say the revo- 
lutionists in that city have been 
placed in jail and that the civil au- 
thorities have given over the reins of 
government to the military. 

The whereabouts of President 
D'Arriaga is still unknown.

Houaewlfa Must Always Rimembir 
That Propsr Pereentaoa of Iron 
Is a Necessity. 

Iron should play an Important part 
In preparing meals It ^a essential In 
the making- of the red corpuscles In 
the blood and la directly concerned 
with the processes of oxidation and re- 
production. The Iron of tha food en- 
ters the circulation and Is deposited 
mainly In the liver, the spleen and the 
bone marrow. Iron may be taken aa 
a medicine and stimulates the produc- 
tion of hemoglobin and red blood cor- 
puscles, trat It la better to get it If 
possible directly through food and wa- 
ter. 

The amount of Iron needed appears 
to be varied with different Individu- 
als, depending on the nature of their 
work, diet and other condlUona Care- 
ful experiments have shown that the 
average man under normal conditions 
requires about fifteen milligrams of 
Iron per day. The average woman Is 
supposed to require about eight-tentha 
as much food aa a man and the same 
proportion of iron will suffice. A child 
that needs half as much food requires 
the same proportion of Iron. 

As long as infants are drinking milk 
they get only a small amount of Iron, 
but It la interesting to know that a 
certain amount has been stored In 
their systems at birth to tide them 
over until they get a diet which con- 
tains its share of Iron. 

Beefsteak and some vegetables are 
rich in Iron. In meat the iron exists 
largely as hemoglobin, due to the blood 
contained In the muscular tissues. 
Iron in combination with protein mat- 
ter is found in considerable quantity 
In grains. String beans, navy dried 
beans, lima beans, spinach especial- 
ly, cabbage and dried peas are rich 
in iron. Among the fruits, that have 
plenty of iron are dried prunes, apples 
ind raisins. 

SELECTING FARM BOYS 

TO ATTEND STATE FAIR 

The farm Boys' Encampment, one 
of the most important as well as 
picturesque features of the Kentucky 
State Fair, annually takes to this 
agricultural and livestock cerebra- 
tion a juvenile representative of the 
120 counties of the State. 

To the boy standing sponsor for 
his home section the trip is an epoch 
and the honor much coveted and 
striven for. heretofore the eligible 
candidates were selected from farm 
boys between the ages of fifteen and 
eighteen years, and through written 
competitive examinations submitted 
to a committee composed of a num 
berof the State Board of Agriculture 
and of the faculty of the Agricul- 
tural College. 

In accordance with the new ruling 
of the State Board of Agriculture, 
the county representatives will be 
selected from the members of the 
Boys' Corn Clubs and Boys' Pig Clubs 
only and by the individual records 
made in growing either one acre of 
corn or in raising one pig each, and 
in keeping a daily tabulated record 
of the cost and progress of the ex- 
periment. Each county must have 
fifteen or more members to the club. 
Where a question of substitution 
arises the board will consider first 
the Pig Club boys in the counties 
that have corn clubs organized. 
Where there are no corn clubs or 
pig clubs organized the board re- 
serves the right to appoint substi- 
tutes for the remaining counties, in 
accordance with a' plan yet to be 
formulated. Boys who have attend- 
ed a former encampment will not be 
eligible in this contest. 

B. G. Nelson, of Hopkinsville, Ky., 
is State agent for the Boys' Corn 
Clubs, [and Otis Kercher, of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., is State agent for the Boys' 
Pig Clubs, and boys desiring to enter 
for the encampment contest may im- 
mediately notify either of the agents.

Col. S. J. Lowry was born Dec. 20.

Baptist church and always an active 
member. On Jan. 12, 1871, he was 
married to Miss Eliza P. McReynolds. 
His only surviving child of this union 
is Mrs. T. B. Caldwell, of Howell, 
Ky. Nov. 17, 1881, he was married 
to Miss Mary Elizabeth King, who 
survives him. The following child- 
ren of this marriage also survive: 
Mrs. H. C. McGill, of Louisville; 
Squire M. Lowry, of Alaska; Eugene 
W. Lowry, S. J. Lowry. Jr., Will H. 
Lowry and Mary Elizabeth Lowry. 
The last four live at the family home- 
stead, S. J. Lowry, Jr., being a mem- 
ber of the 1915 class at the Univers- 
ity of Kentucky. Dr. W. H. Lowry, 
of Butler, Mo., and Dr. S. M. Low.y, 
of Elkton, the brothers of Col. 
Lowry, were present. 

Col. Lowry was one of Christian 
county's substantial and most prom- 
inent citizens. He was a leader in 
public affairs, in church work and in 
every worthy enterprise. A large 
crowd of sorrowing friends attended 
his funeral.

WOMEN ATTACK THE 

WIVES OF ALIENS 



Nearly Every German Store in 
London Suffers In The 
Rioting.

London, May 14.— In many parts 
of London last night attempts were 
made to tesume the risting which 
commenced the previous night and 
continued throughout the day, but 
the police and constables, prepared 
were better able to cope with the 
disturbances. 

Many persons who took part in the 
rioting were arrested. In almost 
every case women, girls and boys 
were the chief troubles- makers. 
When a shop was broken into they 
looted its contents. 

At South Wool wick shops owned 
by Germans were attacked, and in 
Lambeth, Kennington, Bow, Dept- 
ford, Finsbury, Islington and Wood 
Green-in fact in virtually ail the 
poorer districts of the metropolis- 
shops belonging to aliens of enemy 
countries or of 'British subjects of 
German descent were wrecked. 

No distinction was made by the 
mobs between Germans and persons 
of German descent, some of the 
shops damaged belonging to men 
born in this county of German par- 
ents. A German name on a .sign 
board was sufficient to bring an at- 
tack from the infuriated mobs. 

In one case the sufferer was the 
t .wn councillor of Poplar, who was 
b rn in England and has associated 
himself with the public life of the 
b rnugh all his life. He bears a Ger- 
man name. 

In the same neighborhood women 
attacked the wives of aliens in their 
homes, chased them through the 
streets and threw their belongings 
into the roadways. 

There is hardly an establishment 
in London owned by a German or its 
employes Germans which has not 
been damaged or which is not barri- 
cade.!. Alien proprietors and alien 
assistants in such places have tied to 
spots where they will not be recog- 
nized. 

Several London clubs have decided 
to ask Germans, even though natur- 
alized British, not to use the club's 
premises during the war.

GOING ABROAD 

The number of horrei and mules 
being ehfppped from ports in this 

cjuntty for use in the w. r abea-iy is 
reckoned in the hundreds of thou- 
nds. The shipments are aiding t' e 
Allies, since their destinations are 
ultimately England and France, and 
at the same time they are depriving 
this country of very valuable domes- 
tic animals. The United Statts, in 
its foreign horse trade, also is doing 
hai.n to itself in disposing of great 
numbers of mares at a time when a 
shortage of brood mares already ex 

its. 

We are not >et ready in the Unit- 
ed States entirely to replace horses 
with automobile3. The latter are. of 
course, serving msny purposes from 
which the fornvr are being gradual 
ly retired. Yet horses sti.l are in- 
dispsnsable on the farms, and it will 
be the American farmers, largely, 
who will sufferlf the war leaves this 
country in want of sufficient sup- 
plies of the animals. 

Most of the big American breeding 
farms went out of business when the 
rsc ng tracks in various states were 
closed. The stock of these farms, in- 
cluding large numbers of the best 
thoroughbreds, were disposed cf 
abroad, where even in these critical 
times racing is favored bytbepfo 
pie. At the time of the latest officia 
c )unt. however, there still were 22,- 
000.000 horsas in this country, 
a not inc miiderab'e numt.-r. It is 
this number which shipments abroad 
are now depleting. 

Cwadahss found it the part of 
wisdom to protect its horse breeding 
industry. Our government Is, per- 
haps, making an unfortunate m>»- 
lie in permitting the exportation of 
irses in such great numbers. The 
animals can for the present be used to 
much better purpose in America 
than in Europe and surely, as hu- 
mane persons wisely pomt oai, they 
would be much more comfortable 
here — Paducsh S an
